Younger  of  Two  Boys  Charged  With  Murder  of 
•Ernest  Lorenz  Fastens  Crime  of  Actual  Shooting 
Upon  His  Companion — Unaffected  Evidently,  He

Burton  Tells  of  Agreement 
Made  Not  to  l:ire  Weapon 


AT  12  o'clock  noon  yesterday.  Ronald  Smith,  the  seventeen-year-old 
Victoria  boy.  charged  with  the  murder  on  February  28  last  of  Ernest 
Lionel  Lorenz.  a  local  bank  clerk,  was  placed  in  the  prisoner's  box  in 
the  Assize  Court.  His  manner  was  alert  and  apparently  carefree.  A  hint 
of  a  smile  passed  over  hi»  face  when  he  was  told  to  stand  while  the  charge  of 
murder  was  read  to  him  by  the  clerk  of  the  court.  He  is  a  clean-cut  appear- 
ing lad.  and  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  his  intelligent  face  with  the  crime  of 
murder.  In  reply  to  the  charge  read  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  he  spoke  clearly 
and  with  no  suggestion  of  nervousness  or  hesitancy:  "Not  Guilty."

Vigorously  protesting  sgalnst  the

evening  dealing  with  what  those  pres- 
ent termed  "an  Injustice  by  the  Pen- 
■lona  Hoard  In  ita  treatment  dI  tha 
•eturned  men  of  the  Dominion. 

Copies  of  the  resolution  have  been 
wired  to  H  O.  membera  of  tha  Domin- 
ion Parliament  and  sll  the  Federal 
Cabinet  Mlnlnters. 

Speeches  of  Indignation  at  tha 
alleged  lll-trestment  of  many  of 
Canada's  ex-service  men  by  the  Pen- 
sions Board  were  made  by  several  of 
tha  comrades,  who  voiced  the  sentl- 
ments  of  the  gathering  when  they 
roundly  scored  the  manner  in  which 
the  membera  of  the  Pensions  Hoard 
had  been  carrying  out  the  duties  and 
reaponslbilltiea  of  their  positions.  Tha 
report  that  the  Pensions  Board  would 
likely  challenge  the  finding*  of  the 
Royal  Commlaslon  waa  discussed,  and 
those  preeent  showed  their  disap- 
proval of  this  proposal  In  no  unoer-

True  bills  were  returned  by  the 
grand  Jury  yeaterday  against  Herbert 
Hurton.  for  stealing  from  the  person 
ut  tho  late  Ernest  Lionel  lorenz  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  otherwise 
highway  robbery;  and  agalnat 
Chsrles  Hrigden.  for  unlawfully 
stsallng  a  letter  from  one  Hums  on 
June  7,  1*22.  and  from  one  fronk 
on  the  same  date.  Hrigden  waa  an 
employee  of  the  Victoria  poet  office 
at  the  time  of  the  alleged  thefta. 

Following  the  returning  of  their 
blllH  of  indictment,  the  grand  Jury 
waa  relieved  from  attendance  and 
told  by  Hia  I<ord*hlp  Mr.  Juatice  W 
A.  Macdonald  to  report  at  2:30 
o'clock  next  Monday.  In  the  Interim 
fhey  will  make  a  tour  of  Inspection 
of  various  public  premises.

The  moat  eenasuionat  testimony  of 
the  day  was  given  by  Thomss  Herbert 
Burton,  whose  fifteenth  birthday  waa 
but  a  few  week*  ago,  and  who  teatl- 
fled to  being  Smith'*  companion  when 
Lorenz  was  shot  ami  killed.  He 
showed  no  sign  of  nervousness  when 
he  entered  the  box  and  told  of  eventa 
which  had  occurred  leading  up  to  the 
killing  of  the  young  bank  clerk  on 
the  night  of  February  28.  He  spoke 
of  robberiea,  and  plana  for  robbertea 
and  holdups  aa  casually  aa  If  he  were 
telling  about  the  humdrum  occur- 
rences of  everyday  life.  And  he 
knew  that  he  waa  aerioualy  Implicated 
In  the  crime*  he  told  about.  At  one

LONDON.  May  10.— By  a  vote  of 
238  to  143.  the  House  of  Commone 
today  rejected  a  motion  of  Sir  John 
Simon  for  a  reduction  of  the  Foreign 
Office  vote  In  order  to  draw  attention 
to  the  decree  promulgated  for  the 
**aar  Valley  Commlsalon,  Imposing 
heavy  fines  and  Imprlaonment  on  the 
inhabitant*  for  criticising  the  treaty 
of  Veraallle*  or  any  other  admintetra- 
tiona  thereunder.  Including  the  League 

of  Nations.

H.  If.  Asqulth.  lesder  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Liberals,  aupportlng  the  mo- 
tion, challenged  the  legality  or  t  iie 
decree  which  had  gone  forth  In  the 
name  of  the  League  of  Natlona.  de- 
scribing It  aa  "a  more  deapotlc  place 
of  work  than  anything  In  the  an* 
of  Ituaaia.  and  the  greateat  blow  ever 
struck  against  the  Leagues  author- 
ity." 

Lord  Robert  Cecil  demanded  with- 
drawal of  the  decree  which  was 
"worthy  of  Prussian  militarism." 

He  expressed  the  opinion,  he  said 
regretfully,  that  joint  Anglo-French 
action  waa  henceforth  Impossible '  In 
view  of  the  laat  French  note.  Mr. 
ItOtaaJi  F  McNeil.  I 'nder-Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  replying, 
agreed  that  the  decree  Itself  had  no 
defender  In  the  House  of  Commons, 
hut  he  doubted  the  wisdom  of  Imme- 
diately bringing  the  decree  m fore  the 
League  bv  uncompromisingly  de- 
pouncing  it. 

Mr  J.  R.  M  Hutier.  Independent, 
referring  to  the  Hear  Question,  thought 
there  waa  nothing  more  pathetic  than 
the  figure  cut  by  the  Canadian  reprs- 
sentatlve  on  the  Commission  ex- 
Mayor  R.  I).

Premler  .John  Hrocken  was  present 
while  Mr.  Pltblado  npoke.  He  had 
to  leave  before  the  end  of  tha  meet- 
ing, but  left  a  mesaag*  to  the  effect 
that  the  government  would  go  half 
way  with  any  proposal  made  by  the 
Manufacturers'  Association. 

Mr  Pltblado  made  it  clenr  at  the 
outset  that  there  are  three  classes  of 
rate.-".  da#s  rutea.  distribution  rate* 
and  commodity  rates.  He  explained 
that  the  opposition  of  tho  Manufac- 
turer' Association  was  not  with 
respect  to  the  commodity  rates,  but 
to  the  equalization  which  British 
Columbia  wanted  In  regard  to  the 
claa*  and  distribution  rates.  ll<. 
charged  Premier  Oliver  with  mixing 
up  the  commodity  rates  with  the 
other  rates  for  purposes  of  propa- 
ganda. 

Operation  Costa 

Mr.  Pitblndo  pointed  out  that  rail- 
way operation  cost  mora  in  Pritlah 
Columbia  than  through  the  prairies 
to  tha  following  extent:  28  per  cent 
per  train  mile;  6A.77  per  car  mile, 
and  f>2  3  per  ton  mile;  and  claimed 
that  In  view  of  these  facts,  equalisa- 
tion of  class  and  distribution  rates 
was  Impossible  and  would  be  decided- 
ly unfnir  to  Manitoba  and  other 
parts  of  the  country,  which  would 
have  to  bear  the  burden  created  by 
any  lowering  of  the  rates  to  tha 
coast.  Factors  which  entered  Into 
rate  making  were  cost  of  railway 
construction.  cost  of  operation, 
density  of  trnfflc  and  originating  traf- 
fic, and  in  none  of  these  did  the 
Coaat  Province  compare  favorably 
with  the  prairie  provinces,  while  so 
far  aa  coat  of  conatructlon,  cost  of 
operation  and  density  of  traffic  were 
.  .  ..cerned,  the  prnlrle  provinces  were 
absolutely  unique. 

Uraiit  u-.i.- 
Mr.  Pltblado  suld  neither  Mm 
t«.l.;L  nor  A  he  Manufacturers'  Asaocla- 
llon  were  opposed  to  Hrltish  Colum- 
bia getting  as  low  a  grain  rata  as  the 
conditions  would  allow,  but  in  his 
opinio  i  It  ought  to  be  an  actual  mile 
for  mile  basts  and  ahould  be  made 
with  reference  to  the  fact  that  the 
grain  rate  of  the  prairlo  province*  to 
Fort  William  waa  part  af  a  further- 
ance rate.  It  would  not  be  right  and 
proper  to  equalltn  the  rate  to  Fort 
William  with  tho  rate  to  the  seaboard 
on  tile  Western  lines  The  prevent 
grain  rate*,  which  the  prairie  prov- 
ince* nave,  have  been  dearly  won. 
nnd  wert.  they  going  to  buy  them  at 
aueh  <  ost  ami  then  let  some  others 
get  the  same  bargain  without  any 
raerlflce? 

Mr.  Pltblado  said  there  waa  no 
•  •lije<  tlon  to  Hrltish  Columbia  re- 
taining lis  natural  advantage*.  But 
It  muat  not  aeek  to  deprive  other 
provinces  of  their  advantages  and  by 
so  doing  Impose  on  them  dlsadvan-

Orowlng  Trade 

'  Last  year  he  had  to  report  a  decline 
in  trade  and  in  tho  revenues  of  the 
country  and  a  big  Increase  In  the 
national  debt.  This  year  he  can  tell 
of  growing  trade,  of  Increased  rev- 
enue, and  of  a  lessened  rise  in  the  net 
deDt  of  the  country.  He  I*  able  too. 
to  report  that  tho  Dominion  i*  gen- 
erally neurer  to  a  return  to  a  gold 
basis  for  its  currency. 

Mr.  Fielding  must  budget  sgain  for 
an  expenditure  that  is  in  excess  of 
revenue  the  last  year,  but  on  the 
other  hsnd  he  can  fall  back  on  the 
fart  that  the  expenditures  of  the  year 
Juat  closed  were  much  lower  than  the 
cMlruutea  voted  for  that  period. 


The  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
Just  closed  waa  t384.0OO.0OO.  an  In- 
crease of  more  then  $12,000,000  over 
the  year  previous.  The  estimates  in 
that  12  months  were  $497,000,000  but 
the  expenditures  reported  up  to  the 
end  of  March  were  only  $321,000,000. 

For  the  coming  year,  tha  estimates 
brought  down  so  far  are  $433,000,000 
compared  with  revenue  last  year 
<>f  $304,000,000.  This  leaves  $50.- 
000,000  roughly  to  be  made  up  hut  It 
ia  open  to  the  Covernnient  to  bridge 
the  gap  by  cutting  expenditure  and. 
as  usual  increasing  taxation. 

During  the  year  Just  closed,  there 
was  a  decrease  of  $21,000,000  In  tho 
gross  debt,  but  an  Increase  of  $45.- 
000,000  In  the  net  debt.  A  decreaae 
of  $21,000,000  In  the  gross  debt  was 
made  possible  by  a  surplus  on  current 
account  of  some  $77,000,000.  The 
balance  of  tho  surplus  went  In  pay- 
ments to  railway  and  other  extra- 
ordinary features. 

Net  Debt  Inerraac 

The  class  of  expenditures  explsln 
most  of  the  Increase  In  the  net  debt, 
though  there  was  a  fslllng  off  of  some 

$25,000,000  In  the  miscellaneous  and 
banking  aasets  which  do  not  Include 
railways.  The  Increase  In  the  net 
debt  during  the  last  year  of  $45,000,- 
000  compares  favorably  with  an  In- 
creaae  'n  the  net  debt  during  the  year 
previous  of  $73,000,000.  The  net  debt 
of  the  country  now  stands  at  $2,430.- 
202. 6G1. 

Trade  during  the  last  fiscal  yesr  has 
grown  encouragingly.  There  waa' an 
Increase  of  nearly  $260,000,000  In  the 
value  of  our  gross  foreign  trade  dur- 
ing the  12  months.  The  total  for  the 
year  Just  ended  waa  $1,748,000,000. 
aa  compared  with  $1,601,000,000  for 
the  year  previous.  The  rise  In  im- 
ports was  from  $747,000,000  to  $802,- 
000,000.  while  In  exports  the  Increase 
was  from  $740,000,000  to  $832,000,000. 
Oold  Percentage 

The  approach  of  Canada  toward  the 
sold  standard  during  the  yesr  hss 
been  remarkable.  A  year  ago  March, 
the  percentage  of  gold  to  Dominion 
notea  waa  33  40.  At  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  Just  closed  It  waa  51.7.  In 
January  It  was  aa  high  as  64.7. 
During  the  hearings  of  the  committee 
on  banking  and  commerce,  the  opinion 
haa  been  twice  expressed  by  bankers 
that  Canada  could  today  afford  to  go 
ba.  k  to  a  gold

Vorovsky  was  the  first  victim  and  tho 
nssassln  then  turned  the  weapon  on 
Ahrens  who  was  struck  by  three  bul- 
lets, twice  In  the  thigh  and  once  In 
the  shoulder.

Conradl  Is  thirty-eight  years  old 
and  was  born  In  Anders.  He  ex- 
pressed no  regret  and  admstted  thst 
he  had  formerly  aervod  In  the  Rus- 
sian army.  He  returned  recently 
from  Russlu  and  came  to  Lausanne 
todsy  from  Zurich,  where  he  had 
been  residing.  Conradl  refused  to 
state  the  motive  of  his  act. 

An  examination  of  Dldwilkowskl 
by  surgeons  disclosed  two  bullets  In 
the  abdomen,  which  they  were  un- 
able to  extract.

It  Is  declared  that  the  fact  that  ths 
position  of  the  Russian  delegation  has 
ne  ver  been  properly  defined  rimy  have 
contributed  to  bring  about  tonight's 
nttack  on  the  Russians. 

By  some  the  murder  of  Vorovsky 
Is  regarded  ss  a  tragic  sequel  to  hi* 
attacks  on  the  Swiss  Oovernment  for 
refusing  a  vise  for  Russian  couriers 
to  Berlin  The  recently  organised 
Fsscistl  took  up  the  matter  and 
warned  Vorovsky  and  his  colleagues 
to  leaVe  I*ausannc  by  tomorrow. 
Vorovsky  Ignored  the  warning. 

The  leaders  of  the  Fascist!,  how- 
ever, disclaimed  responsibility  for  the 
crime.  They  asserted  thst  the  only 
plan  they  had  In  view  was  to  kidnap 
Vorovosky  tomorrow  and  escort  hint 
over  the  Italian  frontier.

OTTAWA,  May  10.— That  farm  ma- 
chinery companies  had  seen  the  error 
of  pleasing  for  large  turnover  by  per- 
suading western  farmers  to  buy  agri- 
cultural Implements  which  they  did 
not  really  need,  was  the  contention  of 
Professor  W.  W.  ^Swanson,  of  tha 
I  nlveralty  of  Saakatchewan.  appear- 
ing yeaterday  afternoon  before  the 
apecial  agricultural  committee  of  the 
House.  Professor  Swanaon  said  also 
the  debta  Incurred  by  western  farm- 
era  to  their  local  atorekeepers  had 
been  parsed  to  other  buyers.  Mer- 
chants with  huge  amounts  In  book 
debts  were  still  making  profits  be- 
cauae  they  added  to  Uielr  prices  to 
make  up  bad  debts,  and  alao  In  many 
instances  churged  intereat  on  the 
debts. 

■Normiil  Credit*  • 

Professor  Bwanson,  referring  to 
agricultural  credits,  urged  that  there 
was  need  for  "normal"  credit  which 
would  tend  to  increase  production  and 
at  the  same  time  keep  prices  at  a 
reasonable  figure.  Abnormal  credit, 
on  the  other  hand,  might  go  for 
speculative  purposes  only.  There  waa 
too  much  buying  by  farmers  of  food 
products  which  tho  farmer  could 
grow  himself.  Profesaor  Swanaon  be- 
lieved the  banka  should  be  required 
to  furnish  working  capital  to  re- 
putable farmera.  Further  fixed  capi- 
tal waa  still  neceasary.  The  farmer'a 
present  scattered  debta  should  be 
consolidated  and  the  farmer  given  a 
new  loan.  This  fixed  capital,  how- 
ever, could  not  be  asked  of  the  banks. 
At  present,  the  western  farmer  could 
secure  this  fixed  capital  from  mort- 
gage companies  at  8  per  cent,  or  In 
Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba,  from 
the  Governments,  through  farm 
loans  at  lower  ratea. 

The  available  naenctes  required 
supplementing  to  some  extent. 

U.S.  System 
He  doubted  whether  the  United 
Statea  system  of  farm  loans  was 
applicable  to  Canada.  He  believed 
the  Prairie  Provinces  ahould  have  a 
farm  mortgage  association  "which 
should  be  a  Joint  atock  association 
with  a  capital  of  at  least  tl.OO0.000 
for  each  Province."  Capital  for  thla 
should  come  from  private  sources, 
and  debentures  up  to  fifteen  times 
the  amount  of  capital  should  he  per- 
mitted to  be  issued  by  these  associa- 
tions. These  debentures  should  be 
free  of  taxation,  but  with  perhaps  a 
federal  guarantee  behind  the  deben- 
tures. 

The  plan  he  put  forward  was  only 
tentative.  The  debentures,  he  pro- 
posed, should  be  secured  by  mort- 
Hates  on   farm  properties. 

An  essential  feature  of  the  plan 
was  that  there  ahould  be  differentia- 
tion between  would-be  borrowers. 
Men  borrowing  up  to  50  p«r  cent  of 
the  value  of  their  land  should  pay 
higher  rates  than  thoae  borrowing 
only  15  per  cent.  Professor  Swanaon 
said  he  was  disinclined  to  favor  a 
Government  credit  plan.  There  was 
not  the  same  readiness  to  pay  loans 
from  the  Government.

VERDICT  OF  JURY 
ACQUITS  DR.  ROSE

phyalclan,  charged  with  an  unlawful 
operation  on  Mis.  Annie  Mulderig,  on 
February   8  of  thla  year,  waa  founu 
not  guilty   by   a   Jury   In  the  Aaalxe 
Court  yealerday.     The  Jury  returnet 
1  their    verdict    after    thirty-five  mln 
utea'  deliberation.  They  left  the  court 
room  after  being     charged   by  His 
Lordship.    Mr.    Justice    W.    A.  Mac 
donald,  at  11:80  o'clock. 

Following   very    able   addreaaea  to 
the  Jury  made  by  Mr.  Gordon  Grant, 
of   Vancouver,    couneel    for   tha  a< 
luaed,  and     Mr.     11.  C.     Hall.  K.C. 
crown  prosecutor,   Mr  fl  Justice  Mac- 
donald  addressed   hia   charge   to  the 
twelve  arbitrators.     He  prefaced  hia 
remarks  with  a  brief  explanation  of 
the  criminal  code  relative  to  the  of 
fence  charged  against  accuaed.  The 
code  aet   forth,   he   atated,   that  any 
person    who    administered    druga  or 
used    an    Instrument    with    Intent  tc 
secure  a  miscarriage  waa  guilty  of  an 
indictable  offence. 

"In  all  criminal  chargea,"  he  add 
ed.   "the   burden   of  proof  Ilea  with 
the   crown.     The  Jury  must  aaaume 
nothing.    It  la  for  the  crown  to  aup 
ply     evidence  of  guilt.       It   Is  not 
enough  for  the  crown  to  eatabllah  a 
probability    of    guilt.      The  evidence 
provided       must       eatabllah  proof 
of      fact      to      a      reasonable  and 
moral     certainty.         The  proaecu 
tion     Is      not     called     upon     to  es- 
tablish   absolute    certainty,  else  cir- 
cumstantial   evidence   would    be  ax 
eluded  In  a  court  of  Juatlce." 

The  question  for  the  Jury  to  deride 
in  the  present  case,  asserted  the 
Court,  was  whether  or  not  the  ac- 
cuaed had  uaed  an  Inatrument  on  the 
young  woman  in  the  caae  for  the 
purpose  charged.  According  to  the 
evidence  produced  she  had  gone  to 
the  office  of  the  accused  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  had  made  an  appointment 
8he  had  said  in  her  teatimony  that 
accuaed  had  used  an  inatrument. 
Accuaed  had  aald  that  he  had  not, 
either  on  February  8  or  on  any  eub- 
aequent  date. 

Mrs.  Mulderig  had  left  her  hus- 
band and  had  been  anxious  to  conceal 
the  fact  that  she  had  got  into  trou- 
ble. She  had  called  on  another 
doctor  In  Victoria  In  an  effort  to 
accure  relief,  and  later  had  gone  to 
see  a  doctor  In  Seattle.  The  Seattle 
man  had  shown  no  reluctance  to 
help  her,  asserted  the  Court,  but 
financial  difficulties  prevented  the 
woman  from  availing  herself  of  hia 
eervlcea.  She  had  returned  to  Vic- 
toria, and  a  day  or  two  later  had 
gone  to  the  office  of  the  accuaed.  and 
In  her  evidence  she  aald  ahe  had  de- 
sired thla  doctor  to  help  her  over 
her  trouble.  Hia  contention  was  that 
he  understood  he  waa  to  care  for  her 
professionally  over  the  term  of  her 
expected  confinement. 

"The  crown  prosecutor  dwelt  upon 
the  Improbability  of  a  young  woman 
In  her  condition  arranging  for  con- 
finement which  would  not  take  place 
lor  aeveral  months."  added  Mr.  Jua- 
tlce Macdonald.  "She  paid  accuaed 
the  aum  of  $25  caah.  and  agreed  to 
pay  him  a  further  125  later.  Ac- 
cused says,  however,  that  she  had 
paid  the  $25  without  any  request  on 
hia  part.  He  had  told  her  that  his 
charge  would   be  $50." 

Mrs.  Mulderig  waa  herself  engaged 
In  a  breach  of  law  If  she  had  gone 
to  Doctor  Rose  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  hia  services  to  bring  about 
an  operation.  The  law.  explained 
the  court,  did  not  allow  a  woman  to 
employ  the  services  of  a  willing  per- 
acn  for  such  purposea. 

The  case  hinged  on  whether  the 
Jury  believed  the  atory  of  the  young 
woman  It  did  not  matter  whether 
they  believed  the  teatimony  of  the 
accuaed  or  not.  aa  it  waa  neceaaary 
for  the  crown  to  establish  proof  of 
guilt.  Again.  If  there  existed  In  the 
minds  of  the  Jurymen  any  doubt  as 
to  the  guilt  of  the  accuaed,  then  'he 
must  be  given  the  benefit  of  auch 
doubt. 

Relative  to  an  assertion  made  by 
Mr.  Grant  in  hia  addreas  to  the  Jury 
that  the  crown  must  present  evidence 
from  believable  and  reputable  wit- 
nesses. Mr.  Justice  Macdonald  atated 
that  auch  waa  not  the  caae.  and  he 
explained  that  the  crown  was  often 
compelled  to  secure  witnesses  and 
evidence  from  any  source  procur- 
able. It  was  no  uncommon  thing 
for  the  crown  to  go  to  the  under- 
world for  the  purpose  of  securing 
crown  witnesses. 

As  before  stated,  the  Jury  returned 
a  negative  verdict  after  thirty-five 
minutes'  deliberation.

It  came  at  a  vision  in  the 
Highl,  or  perhaps  in  one  of  thote  mo- 
ments of  inspiration  which  fall  occa- 
sionally upon  even  the  dullest  clods 
in  the  human  family.  Coif  if  popular 
and  is  becoming  universal  because  it 
is  so  different  from  most  of  the 
games  played  on  this  continent.  It 
is  based  upon  exalted  ethical  prin- 
ciples and  is  governed  by  rules  which 
insure  fair  play  between  competitors. 

We  may  take  the  case  of  baseball 
as  an  example  of  what  we  mean,  al- 
though other  pastimes  might  be  cited 
just  as  effectively.  As  originally 
played  in  the  I'nited  States  the  ethics 
of  baseball  corresponded  very  closely 
to  the  ethics  of  cricket.  That  was 
natural  enough,  as  the  baseball  of 
today  is  a  development  of  a  game 
taken  up  many  years  ago  by  cricket- 
ers in  the  United  States  and  adapted 
to  the  conditions  of  the  new  contin 
ent.  But  the  principles  inculcated  by 
Oeorge  and  Harry  Wright  have  long- 
been  driven  out  of  baseball. 

All  the  beauties  of  the  game  have 
been  lost  sight  of  in  the  burning 
desire  to  win— to  win  at  all  costs 
and  regardless  of  all  consequences. 
The  game  is  not  played  on  its  merits 
at  all.  The  most  skilful  and  the  most 
determined  do  not  always  win.  The 
spectators,  who  attend  in  tens  of 
thousands,  are  active  partizans  of  one 
Mde  or  the  other.  They  play  a  lead- 
ing part  in  the  battle.  Their  role  is 
to  "get  the  goat,"  or  in  more  pleas- 
ing terms,  to  "break  the  morale"  of 
the  opposition  team.  Whose  heart 
has  not  gone  out  in  sympathy  to  a 
young  pitcher,  faltering  in  the  face 
vf  bitter,  coarse,  rancorous  comment; 
his  nerve  gone,  his  muscles  flabby, 
M  he  foresees  the  possibilities  of 
failure  in  his  life's  chosen  career? 

There  is  none  of  that  spirit  in  golf 
—at  least  not  yet.  Courtesy  of  the 
finest  kind  is  displayed  as  between 
ilu  players.  If  a  competitor  is  at 
the  tee  ready  for  the  drive,  or  is 
preparing  for  a  putt,  other  players 
ami  the  spectators  are  punctilious  in 
he  highest  degree  that  nothing  shall 
t>e  said  or  done  to  disconcert  him.  All 
must  be  seemly,  fait  and  honorable; 
il.ility  must  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  which  it  it  entitled;  the  man  most 
completely  equipped,  barring  the  cle- 
i.rnt  of  luck  which  enters  Into  all 
lames  of  skill,  is  sure  to  win. 

There  are  several  other  features 
which  Contribute  to  the  popularity  of 
Kt.lt.  Watch  a  company  of  players 
going  forth  to  the  links;  observe  the 
good  humor  that  sits  so  becomingly 
i P. .ii  their  features;  the  anticipations 
of  a  day  of  glorious  sport,  of  a 
record  drive,  a  splendid  approach,  a 
weirdly  skilful  putt. 

There  «rc  disappointment*,  of 
mursc.  Anticipation  is  often  the  best 
p.irt  <>!  a  holiday  of  any  kind.  But 
listen  to  a  knot  of  golfers  seated 
»mund  the  ingle  neuk  in  the  evening. 
They  arc  talking  about  the  events  of 
the  day.  All  untoward  incidents  are 
forgotten,  only  the  pleasant  and 
humorous  features  are  remembered 
and  discussed.  The  day  has  been 
altogether  enjoyable;  the  vigor  of  the 
constitution  has  been  renewed;  a 
fine  digestion  waits  upon  a  good  ap- 
petite. This  is  the  exercise  which 
doctors  recommend,  and  one  is  con- 
strained to  wonder  at  their  unselfish- 
ness in  doing  it.  They  are  robbing 
themselves  of  most  profitable 
patients. 

If  the  city  exchequer  were  not  in 
such  a  parlous  state  we  should  almost 
be  persuaded  to  urge  the  Council  to 
give  its  most  serious  consideration  to 
the  matter  of  laying  out  municipal 
links.  Something  will  have  to  be 
tlone  before  long  by  somebody  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  people  at 
home  and  of  strangers  within  our 
gates  for  opportunities  to  play  the 
gama  of  golf.

GRAIN  KOUTHS 


We  notice  that  the  people  of  Van- 
couver have  regained  their  charac- 
teristic cheeritilness  and  optimism, 
which  is  greatly  to  their  credit  con- 
sidering the  physical  circumstances 
of  their  case.  The  Winters  in  Van- 
couver, while  not  severe  from  the 
point  of  view  of  a  thermometer,  are 
not  usually  considered  productive  of 
boisterousness  of  spirit.  However, 
the  winter  of  discontent  is  over,  and 
all  Vancouver  is  brimming  over  with 
high  spirits. 

Two  new  grain  elevators  are  to  be 
constructed  there.  One  of  them  is 
being  built  now,  and  the  other  will 
rise  closely  under  its  shadow.  For  a 
long  time  it  was  thought  that  the, 
original  Vancouver  elevator  was 
merely  another  Government  white 
elephant,  constructed  under  the  stress 
of  a  political  campaign;  but  that  ele 
\ator  is  doing  business,  and  it  is  said 
that  if  it  were  twice  the  size  it  would 
be  doing  twice  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness. The  growth  of  this  trade  has 
been  so  great  and  the  prospects  of 
its  continued  growth  are  so  bright 
that  the  city  of  Winnipeg  has  become 
alarmed  lest  its  supremacy  as  a  grain 
market  and  distributing  point  should 
be  challenged.  We  do  not  think  the 
Prairie  Capital  need  be  alarmed  on 
that  point.  Certainly  there  is  no 
ground  for  immediate  alarm;  but 
with  the  ports  on  this  Coast  open  to 
navigators  all  the  year  round,  no  one 
knows  what  may  happen  later  on. 

In  the  meantime  we  are  happy  to 
congratulate  Vancouver  on  its  pros- 
pects for  the  future.  One  high  in 
the  councils  of  the  Prairie  grain  men 
says  one  hundred  thousand  bushels 
will  be  shipped  to  the  Coast  during 
the  coming  season.  If  that  is  the 
case  Vancouver  will  be  a  busy  port, 
and  all  the  southern  part  of  British 
Columbia  will  share  in  its  prosperity. 


FRENCH  ILL  HUMOR 


The  relations  between  Great 
Britain  and  France  are  not  quite  as 
cordial  as  they  might  be  at  the  pres- 
ent  time.  In  fact.  they,  may  be  said 
to  be  somewhat  strained,  though  not 
nearly  to  the  breaking  point,  as  some 
pessimistic  people,  people  who  are  al- 
ways looking  for  the  worst,  are  trying 
to  make  the  world  believe.  The  Briti-h 
people  are  not  charging  the  French 
people  with  ingratitude,  they  are  not 
even  reminding  them  that  a  small 
payment  on  account  of  big  loans 
made  during  the  stress  of  war  cir- 
cumstances would  prove  very  wel- 
come and  might  bring  relief  to  a  tax- 
oppressed  people:  they  are  doing  or 
saying  none  of  those  things,  but  they 
plainly  are  disappointed  with  their 
bktf.  allies.  They  are  sore  perplexed, 
and  plainly  do  not  know  whit  next 
to  expect.  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  who 
has  a  wonderful  gift  of  making  the 
most  of  circumstances,  has  iust  made 
some  comments  that  contain  a  strong 
appeal  to  the  British  people.  lie 
says  one  expression  from  France  that 
she  has  not'  forgotten  past  years 
of  sacrifice  and  anguish  would  prove 
very  refreshing  to  the  British  mind. 

However,  we  are  willing  to  make 
all  due  allowances  for  the  present 
peculiar  state  of  mind  of  the  French 
people,  and  for  ,  the  correspondingly 
peculiar  actions  of  the  French  Gov-' 
rrnmcnt.  The  Gaelic  temperament  is 
naturally  excitable,  if  not  actually  un- 
reliable. It  is  exasperated  because  of 
the  evident  determination  of  Ger- 
many tn  avoid  reasonable  reparation 
for  the  destruction  she  has  wrought. 
It  is  not  pleased  with  Britain  for  r«- 
lusiug  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
the  occupation  of  the  Ruhr,  believ- 
ing that  that  is  the  only  way  Ger- 
many can  be  brought  to  time  an<l 
the  only  meun  of  raising  safeguards 
against  German  aggressions  in  the 
future. 

These  misunderstanding*  will  pas* 
away.  They  cannot  endure  the  light 
of  the  past  and  the  necessities  of  the 
future.  The  Poincare  Ministry  is  not 
strong  enough  to  pursue  a  reasonable 
course  regardless  of  the  views 
of  the  legislative  chamber:  hut  it 
will  pa»  with  the  cloud  on  the  re- 
lations between  the  chief  allied 
powers. 

The  death  of  Rev.  W.  Baugh- Allen,

in  his  work  on  the  British  coal  trade. 
And  what  some  people  in  the  Old 
Country  are  asking  is  whether  it  is 
also    inevitable    .that    smiling  Kent 

shall  become  another  Black  Country?

As  to  the  imminence  of  this  threat- 
ened industrial  revolution,  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  doubt  that  it 
will  be  upon  the  people  of  England 
before  they  know  it.  They  are  re- 
minded by  those  who  would  take 
early  steps  to  preserve  something  of 
the  beauty  of  that  classic  countryside 
that  Kent  was  once  the  chief  centre 
of  iron  smelting  in  Britain;  and  that 
with  the  exploitation  of  its  coal 
measures  it  is  likely  to  regain  the 
position  it  lost  when  coal  was  sub- 
stituted for  charcoal.  The  great  iron- 
stone bodies  of  Kent  have  been 
known  for  centuries;  and  they  are 
bound  to  become  once  more  econ- 
omically significant  when  coal  is  dug 
in  their  neighborhood.  It  is  small 
wonder  that  artists,  nature  lovers  and 
other  persons  of  that  sort  are  found 
to  be  demanding  that  steps  shall  be 
take  which  will  prevent  the  destruc- 
tion and  pollution  of  that  rural  scene. 

•  •  • 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  these 
are  voices  crying  in  a  wilderness  of 
triumphant  commerce.  The  Archi- 
tect's Journal,  for  instance,  is  re- 
minding England  that  it  would  be  a 
sign  that  her  people  had  lost  the 
power  of  controlling  life  if  a  way  was 
not  found  of  digging  and  using  the 
Kentish  coal  without  blackening  the 
Kentish  landscape;  that  all  sense  of 
the  beauty  and  meaning  of  a  worthy 
life  has  been  lost  if  it  shall  prove  that 
the  iron  of  Kent  cannot  be  smelted 
without  dropping  a  pall  of  smoke  and 
soot  upon  the  cherry  blossoms  of 
Kent.  It  is  not  mere  obstinate  ob- 
struction of  industrial  progress 
which  is  recorded  in  this  appeal;  it 
is  rather  a  reminder  that  what  was 
excusable  in  a  people  who  plunged  as 
it  were  from  feudalism  int,o  capital- 
ism, and  who  saw  the  ancient  face 
of  Merrie  England  change  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye.  historically 
speaking,  is  not  at  all  excusable  in 
a  nation  which  has  had  the  Great 
War  to  teach  it  what  happens  to  the 
stamina  and  endurance  of  men  who 
grow  up  in  the  black  countries  of 
modern  industry. 

•  •         •  * 

W  hat  may  conceivably  happen  to 
that  pleasant  "Garden  of  England" 
unless  these  warnings  arc  heeded  be- 
comes clear  enough  when  it  is  con- 
sidered in  the  light  of  its  geographical 
relationship  with  London.  Kent  is 
the  back  garden  of  London,  with  no 
part  of  its  territory  more  than  an 
hour  and  a  half's  train  journey  from 
the  metropolis.  Kent  is  nearer  to 
many  continental  ports  than  either 
Newcastle  or  Cardiff;  and  if  coal  of 
excellent  quality  and  in  vast  quanti- 
ties is  to  be  dug  within  forty  miles  of 
the  East  and  West  India  Docks,  it 
needs  no  prophet  to  say  that  prob- 
lems of  town-planning,  of  municipal 
and  rural  government,  of  public 
health,  will  arise  on  a  scale  unequalled 
in  any  other  country.  It  is  pointed 
out.  incidentally  to  the  physical 
changes  which  this  industrial  revolu- 
tion is  likely  to  effect,  that  the  coal 
fields  of  Kent  may  generate  electric 
light  and  power  for  the  whole  of 
London,  and  for  a  population  of 
nearly  ten  million  people. 

•  •  • 

The  Architect's  Journal  points  out 
that  the  great  industrial  revolution 
which  came  in  with  steam  power,  and 
which  changed  the  North  of  England 
from  a  place  of  woodland,  heath,  pas- 
ture and  tilled  fields  into  a  vast  con- 
geries of  mills  and  factories,  came 
upon  a  people  with  no  warning  in 
history  to  teach  them  to  avoid  its 
perils.  There  was  then  no  theory  of 
government  which  was  fitted  at  once 
to  accept  and  exploit  the  economies 
and  material  productiveness  made 
possible  by  the  use  of  the  new  ma- 
chinery, and  at  the  same  time  to  pre- 
serve the  people  and  the  state  from 
the  ravages  of  unrestrained  individ- 
ualism. And  thus  it  was  that  the 
Black  Country  replaced  rural  Stsf- 
fordshire;  and  the  swollen,  unsightly, 
overcrowded  slums  of  industrial  Eng- 
land began  the  work  of  poisoning  the 
bodies  and  starving  the  minds  of  the 
factory  workers,  so  .that  it  took  three 
generations  of  political  agitation  to 
effect  those  amediorations  of  work- 
ing-class life  which  are  accepted 
nowadays  as  the  commonplace  of 
social 


It  is  safe  to  say  that  whatever  is 
done  in  Kent  there  will  be  no  repeti 
tion  of  what  was  "accomplished  a 
hundred  years  ago  in  the  North  and 
Midlands  of  England.  No  govern- 
ment could  survive  which  permitted 
unrestrained  exploitation  of  the 
Kentish  coalfields  Times  have 
changed,  and  the  war  has  not  been 
fought  altogether  in  vain.  Nor  it  it 
of  any  avail  to  institute  a  parallel  be- 
tween such  a  situation  in  the  Old 
Country  and  that  in  this,  where  open 
•  pace*  cry  out  in  their  lonelinet*  for 
human  settlement  Men  and  their 
government*  everywhere,  even  if  only 
in  groping,  purtslind  fashion,  are  be

Possession,  as  net  forth  in  docu- 
I  menls  relative  to  a  sheriff's  sale  of 
goods  and  chattels,  must  mean  actual 
po>seaslon.  eb>e  no  fees  are  admissi- 
ble-. aWeercMtaf  «o  a  judgment  made  In 
the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Colum- 
bia recently  by  Mr.  Justice  (Iregory 
In  respect  to  the  action  of  I.I  I  >■  n 
versus  l 'how  Toy  Dong,  when  Mr.  It. 
It.  Karle.  K.  (*.,  of  Ashcroft.  entered 
<il»Jectlon  to  charges  made  hy  Mr.  K. 
S.  Pettrs.  sheriff,  of  Caribou.  Accord- 
ing to  the  report,  a  sheriff's  sale  of 
goods  and  chattels  brought  ti  total  of 
$1,395,  nnd  usressed  against  this 
amount  was  a  kuiii  of  $951.'  To. 
claimed  as  costs  by  the  sheriff,  thus 
leaving  but  I44S.II  to  be  distributed 
among  Judgment  creditors  and  to 
pay   legal  fees. 

In  his  Judgment.  Mr.  Justice  Greg- 
ory strikes  out  the  sheriff  s  bill  of 
I! aWlS,    The  Judgment  follows: 

"The  fees  allowed  ley  the  Registrar 
for  possession  money  rilRSl  be  sus- 
tained. There  Is  nothing  In  the  act 
which  Justine*  the  aherlff  when  not 
personally  In  possession  of  goods 
xclzed  nuking  a  profit  on  poaaeaslon 
fees.  He  tan  only  charge  auch  pos- 
sesion money  as  he  has  actually 
paid  and  vouchers  Should  be  pro- 
duced for  such  payments. 

"The  affidavits  of  the  deputy  and 
under  deputy  sheriff,  us  to  their  pos- 
session are  most  unsatisfactory.  anJ. 
Ih  view  of  their  cross-examination. 
I  am  satisfied  that  neither  of  them 
was  In  actual  possession  of  th<» 
goods  excepting  temporarily,  and  It 
la  abo  i|Ulle  clear  that  neither  of 
them  ever  expected  tb  be  paid  a 
stipulated  sum  per  diem  together 
eevtriai  the  whole  period  now 
claimed  for.  The  l,u«(nc*s  they  w  ere 
engaged  upon  was  their  usual  dally 
work  and  rot  that  of  keeping  pos- 
session of  the  goods  seined. 

"It  uoul.l  lie  a  *<  .in<l,.t  In  the  a, I 
mlnlMratlon  of  Justice  If  the  sheriff 
were  nllowed  to  ,  barge  the  large  sum 
of  money  he  claim*  (much  more  thun 
the  value  of  the  poods)  as  possession 
money.  There  was  no  danger  of  the 
building  or  land  running  away,  and 
the  chattels  should  have  been  store,] 
See  aee.  142  of  County  I'ourt  Act. 
chap.  63.  R.  H.  It.  C.  1911 

•  It  cannot  be  truthfully  snid  In  the 
present  case  thnt  the  chattels  were 
in  the  custody  of  cither  of  the 
officers  named  — either  actual  or  con- 
structive -they  were  far  front  the 
premises  where  the  goods  were  and 
no  one  on  the  premises  to  represent 
them.  The  cross  examination  shows 
beyond  question  that  the  statements 
of  these  gentlemen  aa  to  the  building 
being  locked  all  the  time  were  quite 
untt  ue.

The  Dominion  Government,  through 
Its  appropriate  onVlala,  declining  to 
exercise  ownership  of  a  dead  cow 
whlcli  has  been  floating  about  In  In- 
ner Harbor  waters  during  the  past 
week.  Medical  Health  Officer  A.  Q. 
Price  yesterday  took  the  situation 
Into  his  own  hands  and  instructed 
Sanitary  Inspector  Thomas  K.  Ijin- 
ecster  to  dispose  of  the  cow  at  once. 

Mr.  Lancaster  was  bewildered  for 
a  moment.  Then  lie  remembered  that 
last  year  a  man  named  Joe  Stociwlecs 
very  effectively  hnd  got  rid  of  two 
dead  horses  which  drifted  ashore  at 
Rohm  H.i>.  The  search  for  Mr. 
Stoclwleex  was  successful,  and  yea- 
terday.  aa  the  shades  of  night  crept 
over  the  sea,  Victoria's  most  efficient 
handler  of  animal  corpses  could  be 
seen  far  out  In  the  straits,  performing 
his  grim  duty,  in  silence  save  for  the 
hoarse  shrieks  of  «nno>lng  sea  gulls. 

"It  waa  kind  of  a  friendly  cow,  even 
though  dead,"  remarked  Mr.  Lan- 
caster, and  there  was  g^rlef  In  his 
voice.  "We  engaged  ex-Constable 
Frank  Jonea  to  tow  the  carcass  to  sea 
several  daya  ago  and  he  performed 
the  Job  for  fifteen  dollars.  But  the 
cow  came  hack.  Just  as  a  friendly  cow 
might  be  expected  to  do.  We  tele- 
phoned Mr.  Jones  and  he  offered  to 
repeat  the  Job  for  another  fifteen  dol- 
lars, but  that  didn't  look  like  good 
business  from  our  standpoint." 
Government  Not  Interested 
An  effort  waa  made  to  have  the 
Dondnlon  authorities  take  poaaeaslon 
of  the  cow,  but  It  was  In  vain.  Dr. 
Price  consulted  various  regulations 
and  discovered  that  when  a  dead  cow 
is  found  floating  In  a  harbor  It  is  un- 
mlatakably  the  properly  of  the  Do- 
minion Government,  even  though  the 
Government  may  not  want  it.  If,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  cow  la  found  high 
and  dry  on  a  beach  it  ia  the  charge  of 
the  municipality.  Fishermen  reported 
the  presence  of  a  strange  object  with 
horns  riding  eaally  on  the  waters  of 
the  harbor  some  tlmj  ago,  but  aea 
serpent  stories  are  too  old  and  d.a- 
fredlted  to  be  believed  even  by  (Jon- 
ernnient  officials,  and  the  fishermen's 
tale  was  not  believed. 

A  few  daya  later  when  the  strange 
object  was  wushad  achorc  Govern- 
ment officials  were  ready  to  admit 
that  there  might  have  been  some  truth 
in  the  nsherme-n  s  narrative,  but  It 
was  then  the  responsibility  of  the 
city.  At  thla  Juncture  Mr.  Jones  was 
engaged.  On  Wednesday  the  cow 
floated  back  and  went  aahore  ofT  the 
Dallas  Road,  and  all  day  long  the 
telephones  at  the  police  station  and 
the  health  department  were  kept  busy 
with  complaints.  During  It  all.  Dr. 
Price  and  Mr.  Iotncaster.  thwarted  at 
every  attempt  to  arouao  the  Interest 
of  the  Dominion  Government,  con- 
sulted written  authority  on  how  dead 
animals  should  be  destroyed  at  sea 
so  thet  no  part  of  them  would  return 
In  mockery.  Finally  Dr.  Price  put 
the  problem  squarely  up  to  Mr.  Lan- 
caster. It  waa  at  that  moment  that 
the  name  of  Mr.  Stoelwler*  flashed 
across  the  mind  ,-f  the  sanltcry  In- 
spector. 


The  formation  of  a  board  which 
would  Investigate  Canadian  oppor 
tunltle*  for  investment,  and.  through 
its  reports,  protect  the  Old  Country 
luveator,  would  be  a  wlae  move.  In 
the  opinion  of  Mir  Neville  Cunllffe. 
a  former  resident  of  Victoria,  who 
arrived  here  yesterday  from  England, 
where  he  now  Uvea. 

The  plan  for  preventing  the  luring 
of  British  capital  Into  unsound  busi- 
ness schemes  whose  fallurea  have  re- 
dounded against  Canada's  good  name, 
waa  suggested  by  8lr  Neville  by  a 
puaaenger  on  the  liner  which  brought 
him  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean  on  hla 
present  trip,  and  the  visitor  believes 
the  hlea  to  be  a  good  one.  lie  thinks 
that  a  board  of  Old  t'ountry  business- 
men who  were  personally  acquaint- 
ed with  Canada,  should  be  formed  to 
paas  upon  all  Investment  proposi- 
tion. Representatives  in  various 
parts  of  the  Dominion  could  supply 
this  body  with  data.  It  waa  to  the 
advantage  of  Canadians  to  aee  that 
Did  Country  capital  received  fair 
treatment,  he  pointed  out. 

Sir  Neville  came  to  Canada  early 
in  the  century,  and  resided  In  various 
parta  of  British  Columbia.  After  a 
period  of  residence  here  he  left  about 
ten  years  ago.  He  last  vlaited  this 
city  about  five  y  am  ago,  and  la  de- 
lighted to  return.  His  present  trip 
la  one  of  combined  business  and 
pleasure.  He  will  remain  here  only 
a  few  days,  and  will  then  visit  other 
points,  including  Prince  Rupert,  after 
which  he  will  return  to  Kngland. 

Numerous  people  who  know  of 
Victoria  are  met  in  Kngland  by  Sir 
Neville.  The  Agent -General  of  the 
Province  Is  doing  excellent  work  In 
making  British  Columbia  known,  but 
more  advertising  is   needed,  be  aavn. 

There  are  too  man)  people  in  iif 
Old  Country  at  the  present  time,  the 
visitor  stales,  and  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  are  putting  forward  better 
inducements  for  immigrants  than  was 
Canada.  Not  only  do  the  emigrants 
oesire  to  nave  .iF^iai.incc  mi  up  m ni- 
ter of  transportation  expenses,  but 
they  alao  want  to  be  assured  that  they 
will  be  taken  care  of  when  they  ar- 
rive at  their  destination. 

Speaking  of  the  burden  of  taxation. 
Sir  Neville  explained  that  the  real- 
denta  of  the  t'nitcd  Kingdom  are 
carrying  with  patience  the  load  In- 
herited from  the  war. 

The  British  capita  lists  are  not 
alarmed  over  the  increased  power  of 
l-abor,  says  the  visitor.  because 
Capital  and  Labor  understood  each 
other  much  better  than  formerly, 
each  now  reulixing  that  the  other  Is 
essential.

The  Itcaolntloii 

The  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted,  reads  as  follows: 

" Whereas  since  the  sitting.*  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Pensions,  the 
Pensions  Board  has.  If  poaaibte.  :»cted 
In  a  more  arbitrary  and  unfair  man- 
ner than  ever  before; 

"And  whereas  many  deserving  cases 
have  been  refused  pensions  or  other 
relief  asked  for; 

"And  whereas  It  Is  credibly  re- 
ported that  It  Is  the  avowed  Intention 
of  the  Pensions  Board  to  challenge 
the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission; 

"And  wheraa  such  an  attitude  shows 
a  total  failure  to  appreciate  the  ex- 
tent of  the  wrongs  being  committed 
against  ex-service  men.  and,  further, 
is  contrary  to  tho  spirit  and  Intention 
of  the  pensions  Act; 

"Therefore,  he  It  resolved  that  this 
meeting  of  ex -service  men  does  most 
strongly  resent  and  protest  against 
the  attitude  of  the  Pensions  Board 
senerally.  and  more  particularly  In 
regard  to  Its  avowed  Intention  to  chal- 
lenge the  report  of  the  Royal  Com- 
mission; 

"And  be  It  resolved  that  the  protest 
entered  by  the  secretary  of  the  Do- 
minion Veterans'  Alliance  at  Ottawa 
against  the  present  actions  of  the 
Pensions  Board  be  and  Is  hereby  fully 
endorsed ;

MONTREAL.  May  10— A  dinner 
waa  given  here  tonight  by  Mr.  John 
W.  Roes,  president  of  the  Montreal 
Board  of  Trade,  to  the  Vancouver 
Board  of  Trade  delegation  which  Is 
on  its  way  to  Great  Britain  in  the  !n- 
tereet  of  trade  between  the  Mother 
Country  and  the  Pacific  Coast,  as  well 
aa  securing  more  British  Immigrants 
of  a  suitable  type  for  Canada  and 
especially  for  British  Columbia. 

In  proposing  the  health  of  the 
gueats.  Mr.  Ross  emphasised  the  simi- 
larity between  Montreal  and  Vancou- 
ver, aa  the  Eastern  and  Western"  na- 
tional gateways  of  the  Dominion. 
Montreal,  he  aald,  had  no  jealouay 
toward  Vancouver,  because  whatever 
helped  either  would  help  the  Domin- 
ion, and  therefore  help  both. 

Voices  Rate  Complaint 

The  toast  waa  replied  to  by  Mr.  J. 
B.  Thompson,  president  of  the  Van- 
couver Board  of  Trade,  and  head  of 
the  delegation.  In  ackuowledglng 
the  warm  hospitality  of  the  Montreal 
Board  of  Trade,  he  echoed  their  de- 
sire for  better  relations  between  East 
and  West.  He  referred  to  the  vast 
resources  In  British  Columbia  and  the 
growing  Importance  of  Vancouver  as 
the  Bateway  to  the  Orient  and  slready 
the  grealeet  wheat -shipping  port  on 
Hie  Pacific  Coast.  He  also  voiced  the 
British  Columbis  complaint  regarding 
rates,  claiming  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  grades  were  so  easy  across 
the  Rockies  that  they  did  not  Justify 
the  Imposition  of  the  high  mountain 
freight  rates,  which,  he  claimed,  were 
retarding  the  proaperlty  of  British 
Columbia.  He  claimed  lower  rates  as 
a  right  which  British  Columbia  was 
Justly  demanding.  Vancouver  was 
now  the  third  portbn  the  Pacific,  and 
rapidly  growing.

Street.  We  rode  past  him,  but  turned 
around  again  and  came  back  to  Oak

get  off.  We  rode  ahead  of  him  on 
Hedfern  Street  and  stopped  near  a 
garage.  We  waited  until  he  had 
passed  us,  then  we  pulled  up  our 
maaka  and  caught  up  to  him. 

"Smith  pulled  his  gun  and  told  him 
to  put  up  his  hands.  Lorenx  said:  'Put 
down  your  guns;  don't  be  fools." 
Smith  replied:  'We  are  hungry  and 
need  the  money.' 

"Lorens  had  replied  that  he  could 
not  give  them  money  when  ho  had 
none.  Smith  had  then  told  him  to 
leave.  Til  give  you  ten  to  beat  It,' 
he  had  said. 

IsM  MM  t    i  urned 

"Lorenz  had  run  about  nft.-en 
paces,  then  he  stopped  and  returned 
to  them.  Ho  pulled  out  a  purse  and 
gave  It  to  me.  There  was  twenty -five 
cents  In  It.  As  he  handed  It  to  me  he 
stepped  up  and  attempted  to  pull 
down  my  mask,  but  I  stepped  back. 
Then  he  went  after  Smith.  Smith 
backed  up  and  nearly  fell  over  one  of 
the  bicycle** 

"I  picked  up  my  bike  and  started 
down  the  street.  1  had  traveled  about 
sixty  feet  when  I  looked  back  to  see  If 
Hmlth  was  coming,  .lust  as  I  looked 
I  saw  Hmlth  fire.  Lorena  dropped, 
and  1  heard  him  say,  Help,  help.'  In 
a  gasping  voice.  1  saw  him  put  up 
his  hands  to  his  breast.  Then  Smith 
rode  up  and  we  left. 

"We  went  out  to  Oak  Bay  Avenue 
and  up  the  avenue  to  a  baker's  stun: 
on  a  corner.  There  was  a  man  stand- 
ing there,  so  we  dbf  not  stop.  Smith 
said  to  me,  "Are  you  cool?' 

"  'I'm  cool.'  I  replied.  'If  I  had  a 
revolver  I'd  shoot  you.'

Witness  and  accused  had  traded 
caps  earlier  In  the  evening,  so  that 
their  Identity  would  be  confused. 
Burton  said,  In  reply  to  a  question  by 
the  Crown  Prosecutor.  Smith,  he 
volunteered,  hud  left  his  overcoat  at 
the  Cilrls'  Central  School  before  they 
had  arrived  at  Oak  Bay  Junction. 

"Where  were  you  the  night  before 
the  shooting?"  nuked  Mr.  Hall. 

"At  the  Western  Union  telegraph 
office." 

"Where  did  Smith  get  his  gun?" 

"At  MaeMIUen's  secondhand  stors 
on  Store  Street.  He  got  it  the  night 
before  the  shooting.

"Did  you  know  he  hsd  It  with  him 
on  tho  evening  of  the  21th?"  was  the 
next  question.

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Davey, 
counsel  for  accused,  witness  said  that 
he  and  Hmlth  had  discussed  holdups 
before  February  28. 

•  Why  did  you  ask  Smith  that  night 
if  he  had  his  gun  with  him?" 

"Because  1  had  mine  and  he  had 
bad  his  in  bis  pocket  that  afternoon." 

"Why  did  you  say:  "That's  good.' 
when  Hmlth  said  he  did  not  have  it?" 

"Because  then  we  could  not  hold  up 
anybody." 

Questioned  relative  to  the  shooting, 
witness  repeated  that  he  bad  got  on 
his  bike  and  bid  ridden  sixty  or 
Ml  cnty-fl\ e  feet  down  the  street  when 
Hmlth  fired.  He  was  looking  back 
over  his  shoulder  to  see  If  Smith  was 
following  him  when  he  saw  him  shoot, 
he  said. 

"How  big  .a  man  was  Lorenz?" 
asked  Mr.  Justice  Macdonabl. 

"About  the  same  else  as  Hmlth," 
the  witness  returned. 

"Hid  he  have  unythlng  In  his  hand 
when  he  went  after  Smith?" 

"No.  The  only  thing  I  saw  him 
holding  was  the  purse  he  gave  to 
me." 

In  further  cross-examination  by  Mr. 
Dnvey.  witness  stated  that  when  he 
went  home  that  night  he  was  nervous. 
When  be  was  charged  by  the  police 
with  the  murder  and  had  told  his 
story,  he  had  said  to  Oeputy-Chlef 
O'Leary  that  he  waa  glad  It  was  over 
with,  because  he  now  had  It  off  his 
chest.  "I  couldn't  get  over  the  way 
Lorenz  had  given  mo  twenty-five 
cents  after  he  had  said  he  had  no 
money.  He  said  It  was  all  he  had, 
and  I  didn't  like  to  take  It." 

"That  didn't  trouble  you  after- 
wards," suggested  Mr.  Davey. 

"No,  because  I  gave  the  twenty-five 
cents  to  Smith." 

Counsel  for  defence  Inquired  why 
witness  had  made  a  statement  to  the 
police.  "Were  you  Induced  to  make 
It  because  you  could  not  get  the  face 
of  Lorenz  out  of  your  mind?"  he 
asked. 

Witness  said  no.  Ho  could  not  see 
the  face  of  the  man  who  had  been 
killed  because  of  darkness. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact."  he  confessed. 
"I  made  the- statement  because  I  was 
caught." 

'  You  are  now  serving  a  term  at  the 
Industrial  school  for  robberies  com- 
mitted by  you?"  asked  Mr.  Davey. 

"Yes,"  was  the  reply. 

"Do  you  know  that  you  are  Indicted 
for  murder  as  well  as  accused?"  asked 
the  Court.

Davey  aa  to  whether  the  witness  had 
received  any  promises  relative  to  his 
giving  evidence  against  accused 
Hmlth.  Burton  replied  that  the  Attor- 
ney-Oeneral  had  promised  that  the 
charge  of  murder  agslnst  him  would 
be  reduced  to  one  of  robbery  If  he 
would  give  states  evidence.  He  had 
given  the  evidence  to  Deputy-Chief 
o  l.eary  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Harrison  at 
the  Victoria  police  station.  He  had 
later  made  «  statement  to  Mr.  Hall, 
crown  prosecutor.  Mr.  Alkman  and

To   His  Lordship  witness  admitted  I  th*  on* 


beside  two  bicycles  along  the  road- 
way.    When   they  had   progressed  a 

short  distance  past  them  his  wife 
looked  back  and  told  him  that  the 
two  men  were  following  them.  He 
looked  back  and  saw  that  they  were 
about  twelve  feet  from  them.  Just 
at  that  point,  however,  they  turned 
into  the  sidewalk  leading  to  their 
house  and  the  two  followers  stopped. 

Mr.  Thompson  testified  to  seeing 
two  men.  each  with  a  bicycle.  In  the 
vicinity  of  Redfern  Street  on  the  night 
in  question,  about  11:30  o'clock.  He 
had  driven  to  Doctor  l-'owler's  house 
at  that  time  to  call  for  his  mother. 
IstrtMi  lnio  Car 

While  the  car  was  outside  he  saw 
two  men  approach  It.  One  man 
looked  into  It  and  then  both  went 
away  In  the  direction  of  Oak  Bay 
AvMiic.  They  appeared  to  have  come 
from  the  yard  of  the  residence  next 
door  to  Doctor  Kowler's  house.  He 
had  heard  the  report  of  a  firearm  at 
some  time  between  11:30  and  12 
o'clock. 

Sergeant  Blackstock,  of  the  city 
police  department,  testified  to  answer 
Ing  a  telephone  call  to  come  at  one* 
to  Redfern  Street  because  a  man  had 
been  shot.  He  b.nl  found  Lorens 
lying  In  the  road.  His  pulse  was  still 
beating  and  he  had  rushed  him  to 
the  hospital. 

I'octor  Moore,  who  performed 
poM -morteni  examination  on  the  re- 
mains of  the  murdered  man,  stated 
that  death  had  been  caused  by  a  gun 
shot  wound  and  that  death  must  have 
occurred  a  few  minutes  after  receipt 
of  such  wound. 

Mr.  Muckle.  near  whoso  house  the 
murder  occurred,  testified  to  having 
heard  voices  raised  in  argument  or 
discussion  sometime  after  11  o'clock 
on  the  night  of  Kebruary  28,  coming 
apparently  from  out  in  tho  road  near 
his  house. 

Heard  Cry  for  Help 
The   discussion    lasted   less  than 
minute,  ho  thought;  then  there  came 
a  pause  and  a  shot.       The  words 
"Help,  help,  help,"  came  to  him.  He 
waa  In  bed  at  the  time.     He  got  up 
partially   dressed,   and   ran   out  into 
the  street.     Ho  dlacovered  a  man  ly- 
ing unconscious  In  the  roadway.  His 
wife     telephoned     for     the  police 
Hardly  a  minute  elapsed,  he  said,  from 
the  time  he  discovered  the  man  to 
the  time  the  telephone  call  was  sent 
in  to  police  headquarters. 

Mr.  Beaumont  stated  that  he  wan 
walking  along  Oak  Bay  Avenue  on 
the  night  of  the  murder  about  11:20 
o'clock.  He  saw  two  men  with  bi- 
cycles standing  on  Oak  Bay  Avenue 
not  far  from  where  the  murder  later 
occurred.  His  uttentlon  was  attracted 
to  them  because  one  was  wearing  an 
a%my  greatcoat.  They  mounted  their 
machines  and  rode  away.  They 
glanced  back  at  him  over  their 
shoulders. 

Worked  With  Accused 
Mr.  McC.lnley.  who  during  February 
and  March  waft  working  on  the 
steamship  Princess  Alice,  said  that 
he  knew  accused.  Accused  had 
worked  on  the  steamer  during  part  of 
the  time  he  was  there.  About  two 
weeks  'after  the  shooting  of  Lorenz. 
accused  had  told  him  that  he  had 
killed  the  deceased.  Witness  had  not 
at  the  time  believed  him. 

Mr.  McMlilen  said  he  was  the  pro- 
prietor of  s  secondhsnd  store  on 
C.overnment  Street.

Home  of  the  loan*  were 
discouraged  by  the  setback  In  stocks 
and  cotton,  while  there  was  nothing 
special  in  the  weather  and  crop  de- 
partments to  stimulate  much  buying 
support.  On  the  decline,  however, 
there  was  excellent  commission  houae 
buying  again,  which  suggested  thai 
the  market  is  In  a  two-sided  position. 
There  In  no  tendency  to  press  either 
side  at  the  moment.  The  wheat  as 
well  as  other  grains  will  be  a  weuther 
affair  largely,  and  the  price  aelllngs 
will  also  reflect  to  some  extent  the 
action  iu  slocks  and  cotton.  Receipts 
today  were  moderate,  only  18  cars 
here  with  460.000  In  the  West,  against 
860.000  a  year  ago.  Northwest  re- 
ceipts snd  Kansas  City  arrivals 
smaller  than  a  year  agof  Seeding  Is 
being  completed  in  many  sections 
northwest  and  In  Canada.

Elaborating  the  possibilities  of 
such  a  chart.  Lieutenant  Rwenaon 
said  it  would  enable  anthropologists 
to  trace  links  between  continents  In 
order  to  reach  n  determination  of 
the  manner  In  which  animate  mi- 
grated to  countrlea  which  are  now 
separated  by  oceans. 

With  the  chart  aa  a  beats,  marin- 
ers approaching  the  California  coast 
could  direct  their  craft,  If  equipped 
with  the  Sonic  finder,  to  any  har- 
bor by  meana  of  deductions  from  the 
finder  Interpreted  by  the  chart,  navy 
officers  said 

The  expedition  furnished  revela- 
tions regarding  the  floor  of  the  ocean 
off  the  pacific  Coaat,  which  show  an 
egg-shaped,  submerged  prominence  on 
the  bed  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  at  a 
point  thirty  miles  eouthwest  of  the 
I'arallone  Islands,  off  the  Oolden 
Oate  entrance  of  San  Francisco  Hay. 

The  chart  also  shows  that  If  San 
Francisco  Bay  and  the  Pacific  Ocean 
were  pumped  down  to  100  fathoms 
<(00  feet),  the  coast  line  would  be 
removed  thirty  miles  from  the  Oolden 
Oale  Straits  and  connect  with  the 
Farallone*. 

Off  the  coaat  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia the  ocean  la  apotted  with  de- 
pressions and  contours  resembling  a 
land  condition  of  mountains  and 
lakes.  This  condition  obtatna  In  a 
line  with  the  oil  flelda  off  the  coaat 
of  Santa  Barbara  County.

The-  old.  old  story  Is  being  sung  by 
the  wllil  waves  of  lb*'  CStclhV  lodnv 
as  they  t  tish  In  and  curl  around  the 
wreck  of  the  steamer  Lake  Oebhart. 
on  the  Washington  coast,  below  Flat- 
tery. Like  many  anolhor  ship  before 
her.  atranding  for  Hie  Oebhart  on  this 
outside  coast  meant  destruction.  The 
long  ocean  swells  which  first  forced 
her  roughly  to  rest  on  thq  grim 
cradloy  of  Johnaon's  Reef  are  now 
rocking  her  to  eternal  fleep  in  that 
well-known  marine  cemetery  stretch- 
ing along  the  Washington  coaat. 

Few  ships,  one*  caught  in  the  grip 
of  this  exposed  shoreline,  have  ever 
been  released.  The  heavy  Pacific 
ewolls  have  pounded  them  relentless- 
ly to  plecea  In  short  order,  of  nil  the 
vessels  which  have  stranded  there- 
abouts in  many  years,  but  one,  the 
Canada  Maru.  ever  carnr  off  again. 
A  week  of  phenomenal  Autumn 
weather,  with  the  smoothest  of  seas 
and  the  lightest  of  breeze*,  permit- 
ted the  rapid  salvuge  of  that  steamer 
by  the  Pacific  BaJvage  Company, 
when  she  crashed  on  the  rocks  netr 
Flattery  during  the  war.  The  rescue 
has  ever  since  been  known  as  one  of 
the  moat  remarkable  salvage  feats  in 
the  history  of  the  count. 

It  waa  Wednesday  morning  when 
the  Laike  Oebhart  struck.  By  day- 
light yesterday,  when  the  salvage 
steamer  Alg-erlne  arrived  at  the  acene 
from  Victoria,  the  vessel  was  doomed. 
The  sea,  running  mildly  on  the  day 
of  the  wreck,  developed  a  heavy  swell 
overnight,  and  the  stranded  ship  aoon 
showed  aigns  of  going  to  plecea  tin- 
der the  hard  battering  of  the- 
breaker*. 


By  nine  o  clock  sne  had  begun  to 
break  up  forward,  and  by  the  after- 
noon the  bottom  was  almost  wholly 
gone,  with  the  condition  of  the  wreck 
becoming  worse  momentarily.  At 
2:15  p.m.  the  Aigerlne  wirelessed  the 
company  here  that  sea  had  become 
so  rough  that  It  was  becoming  im- 
possible to  get  alongside  in  the  boata. 
and  that  the  captain  and  the  remain- 
ing two  of  the  crew  were  being  taken 
off.  The  vessel  was  a  total  loss,  the 
salvage  steamer  reported,  and  ahe 
would  leave  for  home  during  the 
night.  She  Is  expected  back  at  her 
berth  at  the  salvage  wharf  by  1:30 
a.m.  today. 

The  coastguard  cutters  Snohomish 
snd  Capokla.  with  the  tug  Huma- 
conna.  were  standing  by  yesterday 
morning  but  the  venael  began  to 
break  up  before  concerted  efforts  to 
pull  her  ofT  were  poaalble.
